1.  All  by-laws,  rules  and  rei.;ulaliiiii.s  heretofore 
passed  by  the  i>oard  i^l"  Direetois  shall  after  the  niakiii-  oi 
these  by-laws,  rules  and  reij^ulations.  be  and  are  herebv 
repealed,  but  these  shall  not  affeet  an\lliin^  dvnie  or  ap- 
pointments made  under  sueh  b\-laws.
